I have a very tired Racal RA17C11 (not C12) which I need to move out. I am 
tired of tinkering with it and it takes up too much space. I have an 
excellent model 12 and I had hoped to get this one up to similar performance, 
but have not succeeded. 


Here is the scoop. This model appears to have been designed for a special 
reception mode (TTY?) and did not have the standard detector circuit used in 
the model C12. It was terrible on AM. I have rewired the detector to the 
model C12 circuit. 


The front panel has extensive finger wear around Kc tuning knob. Main tuning 
knobs are intact and original, plus four small knobs. Others are broken or 
missing. The IF gain is a screwdriver adjustment. The dial eschutcheon is in 
very bad shape. It has been broken and poorly repaired. The tubes are all 
there but no tube shields. The radio will actually play a little bit on BC 
band and I can get SW stations in the evening just below 6 Mc. There are no 
bottom or top covers. The bottom 40 Mc and 

37.5 Mc shield strips are intact as is the attenuator shield, but all other 
bottom shields are missing. One IF can is missing its shield. I do not have 
the correct data for the model C11, but I can supply a copy of data for the 
model C12, if someone wants it. 


This radio is probably a candidate for parts---such as power transformer, S- 
meter, speaker etc. Most parts are interchangable with the model 12. 

However, if someone who is an experienced RA17 affectionado wants to put in 
the effort and has access to some extra parts, it could conceivably be put 
back in good order, but it would be a major job. Oh yes, the 35 mm dial strip 
appears to be new. 


If someone wants this, send me $125 and I will pay for shipping to you 
(CONUS). If you pick it up, I am asking $90.

The list culture is to include only those portions of a prior post 
that are required to maintain the context of your comments. We have 
always tried to reduce the amount of "chaf" on the list, and this 
is one good way. 


In private mail between you, a subscriber, and me,, as list manager, 
I really don't care one way or the other, but when posting to the list, 
there are at least two issues of concern: 


1) the increased bandwidth from including extra text. 
With the trial subscriptions and full members, the number of copies 
of each post mailed out change the impact of each extra word so that 
each single character becomes 1,000 characters of mail! 


2) by not editing out included text, it sends a not at all subtle 
message to the list, that the poster considers his/her own time 
required to merely swipe his mouse across the text and tap the delete 
key, to be more valuable than the collective time and energy of the 
600-700 readers on the list... not exactly a "positive" message! ;%) 


This isn't rocket science... you place the pointer at the top of the 


message you are including xparts* of, and click-drag to where you need 
to include, and then hit the backspace or delete key... painless, 
easy, quick, and very helpful to the list. 


PLEASE begin to pay attention to this... those who consistently can not be 
bothered to be considerate of the list will forfiet posting privileges 
and risk not being invited back for membership. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message. 


Thanks for your understanding and help in making the boatanchors list 
have the highest signal to noise on the InterNet.

When I requested a source for the rare/oddball panel lamps for the R1051, 
the best advice I got was to forget the original lamp and to solder two 
short lengths of wire to a #327 lamp and drop it in the old lamp hole and 
solder the wires to the lamp socket. 

The R1051 panel illumination uses a light pipe system which collects the 
light out the side of the panel lamp and distributes it around the dial. 

It has been suggested that a white LED be used here. The problem wih LED's 
is that the light comes out the end in a soft flood effect and would be lost 
to the light pipe system. It would be interesting to know if a LED has been 
tried.

I have for years used an industrial epoxy called Hysol Epoxi-Patch for a 
variety of applications requiring strength. You'll have to get it form 
Hysol (on the web, I expect) direct or from a local specialist wholesaler. 
It comes in a kit of two toothpaste tubes adn mixes up white with the 
consistency of peanut butter. It cures at room tem, although hotter will 
no doubt make faster. 


This stuff has been used with success to repair radiators in cars with 15 
PSI pressure caps, about 250 deg F and of course 15 psi. I have used it on 
receiving types to reatach grid cap leads, but of course teh sweepers, 
being power handlers, will run hotter. I expect it will work fine.
